Considering 
the frequency of robberies lately, which 
implies the presence of a number of ques- 
tionable charasters in the Oolony, it 19 to 
my mind most desirable to discover-if pos- 
sible, where, when, ond ‘how, the prisoner 
heard the report which he gave as his 
defence, and how far auch a report has 
apread amongst the. numerous vagabonds 
who. formerly used to find Hongkong a 
“twee bit” too hot for them. 
of an hour's cross-questioning might~have 
elicited valuable information. Perhaps the 
man might have: been able to tell f others 
of his Bing, who having heard the same 
report Lave likewlae returned to prey ipon 
the community, and as the prisoner was 
sent to gacl it may not be too late to put a 
few leading questions to him... Starting

-A correspondent informs us. that there 
haa been a gront riot in. the Chusan dis- 
trict, and that the officisls assembled. 8,000 
troopa to repress it. The mob were,-how- 
ever, too many for' the soldiers, whom they 
attacked and fonght, killing several man- 
darins and killing end wounding about 
100 others. The entire district for miles 
in extent, would appear to. be up in arms, 
but it ie not clear for what reason, unless it 
be resistance to the ezactiona of the govern- 
ing classes. Our correspondent also states 
that the Fungwhea peopla have alao- arisen, 
in consequence of some dispute about 
lekin, which occurred a few days ago. 
Tho sittation is represented to be an alarm-' 
ing one, the malcontents having-already 
attacked ‘one lekin station; seized the 
oficial there and taken him into Fongwha, 
Sinoe then, they have postéd' a proclama- 
tion to the effect that unless the mandarins. 
come to terme, they intended to come down, 
60,000 strong and do their utmost to com- 
pel them. a oo 
* Later information is to the effect that 
great anxioty still prevails ad to, what the 
Fingwha people will do now. The Tactai 
has opposed them, and flogged their do~ 
puties, besides imprisoning some 60 of 
them, several of whom are said to have 
been decapitated. So strong is the feeling 
against the Taotai, that, says our corres- 
pondent, if ho has taken any heads, his 
own will not be worth 6d., while the safety 
of the city is also greatly threatened. It 
is now believed that the people can rais 
200,000 men, and that they may advance 
on the city at any moment. , 

Later. 

. We learn on enquiry, ‘respecting the in- 
surrection around Ningpo, that it arose in 
the first placé from a demand being made 
by the Manderina for payment for fields 
which the people had by their indnstry 
reclaimed from the sea. It is a question of 
foreshore’ property, similar to that which 
has been @ bone of contention between 
foreign Consuls and the local authorities at 
Shanghai. Supposing the people might be 
intimidated by a display of force, a civil 
deputy was sent with a detachment of 
soldiers to demand payment for the new 
foreshore, but-the deputy .was elain, with 
several soldiers, the reat béatiag a. pre- 
cipitate retreat.
